W ashington, Feb. 17— [Speclel]— 
The facts concerning the destruction 
of the United States battleship Maine 
are assum ing a most sinister com­ 
plexion. 
Late 
dispatches, 
received 
from 
Havana by the state departm ent all 
indicate more strongly than eve* the 
fact th a t the boat was destroyed by a 
torpedo which was discharged under 
the ship aa she lay a t achor. 
This theory is eorroborated by the 
feet th a t two explosions took place, 
the second being tbe greatest. 
It is said th a t the torpedo was fired 
under the forward portion of the boat. 
This tore out the bow section, and is 
believed to be the explosion th at 
caused the death of the sailors. 
What Survivors Say. 
T he testimony of the survivors is to 
th e effect th a t the first explosion 
threw the w ater high in the air. 
This fact confirms the theory th at 
the explosion was caused by some out­ 
side agency and not by an internal up­ 
heaval. 
The second explosing was the one 
t h ^ shook the city, and alarmed every- 
bocty in the vicinity. 
Sigbee’s Alleged Report, 
Ju st before noon it was reported 
th a t a dispatch had been received at 
the navy departm ent from Oapt. Sigs­ 
bee th a t tbe ship was destroyed by a 
floating torpedo. 
Dispatches from Key West say th at 
it was reported a t th at city this morning 
th a t divers a t Havana had found strong 
evidence th a t a torpedo was used. 
It 
was claimed th a t a plate was found 
w ith an eight-inch hole through it .the 
edges of which had been turned in­ 
wards. 
Suspect Volunteers. 
Reports from Havana give tbe idea 
th a t the Havana Volunteers co rn pop cd 
of rabid young Spin lards m ight have 
been responsible for the explosion. 
W recking vessels have been sent to 
H avant.

West from Havana in person by a cor­ 
respondent of the Associated Press, 
who came on the Orient,

was 
sunk by a torpedo.

How to Cure Leaf. 
In connection with the tobacco in­ 
dustry inquiry Secretary Wilson said 
he was forcibly reminded of the w ort 
done during tne past few years by 
the agricultural experiment stations 
in mastering the principles that under­ 
lie the flavoring of butte? and ripening 
of cheese. 
After the tobacco bad been 
grown it is fairly well understood thai 
fermentation along several lines pro­ 
duces the characteristic of the pro­ 
duct aud just as several cheeses are 
given their peculiar taste through 
bacterial action, so unquestionably 
tobaccos grown and manufactured in 
different sections of the country are 
flavored by different kinds of bacteria. 
He expressed the belief that neither 
the Cubans nor the Americans in Flor­ 
ida knew anything about the princi­ 
ples that underlie the curing of the 
several tobaccos, but said that Dr. 
Stockbridge, in charge of the experi­ 
mental stations at Lake City, fully 
realizes the requirements cf the situa­ 
tion.

m ents! on. 
Potash and phosphoric

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DEBATE ON COAST DEFENSES. 


W h o le A m o u n t A sked F o r by th e W U 
D e p a rtm e n t W ill L ikely Be G ra n te d 
R esolution of S y m p ath y for the TlotiO| 
of th e D isaster to th e W | l i h 
^ 
, Washington, Feb. 17.—A u.senssion 
upon coast defenses was the interest­ 
ing feature of the senate Wednesday. 
Many senators took the ground that 
the appropriations should be for the 
full amount of the estimates by the 
war department instead of $4,000,000 
lees. 
Senators Perkins and Hale said that 
it was the policy of the appropriations 
committee to make an annual expend­ 
iture of $10,000,000 a year for fortifica­ 
tions. 
Senators 
Stewart, 
Hawley, 
Chandler and Lodge spoke in favor 
of lacrosses. 
Senator Teller also advocated liberal 
expenditures, and during bis remarks 
made significant allusions to Cuba and 
Hawaii. 
In the early part of the day there 
was a discussion of the Kansas Pacific 
railroad sale, but no action was taken. 
The debate on the bankruptcy bill, 
which is to continue until Saturday, 
When a vote will be taken, opened in 
the bouse Wednesday, but it attract­ 
ed little attention, the interest of the 
members being entirely absorbed by 
the disaster to the Maine. 
At times 
the hall of the house was almost de­ 
serted, the members being 
congre­ 
gated in the lobbies or cloakrooms dis­ 
cussing the accident apd speculating 
upon its probable consequences. 
Senator Morrill of Vermont occu­ 
pied the entire time of the executive 
session of the senate with a speeech 
opposing the ratification of the Ha­ 
waiian annexation treaty. The speech 
was intended to show -that the acquisi­ 
tion of the Hawaiian islands would be 
against both good policy and the tradi­ 
tions of this country. 
From a mili­ 
tary point of view he argued that the 
control of Hawaii would be a source 
of weakness rather than of strength, 
because a navy would be required for 
Its defense in time of war, while in 
time of peace we should not need the 
islands on this account. 
Just before the house adjourned Mr. 
Bouteile, chairman of the naval com­ 
mittee, presented a resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted, expressing 
regret for the disaster, condolence with 
the families of those who lost their 
lives and sympathy with the injured. 
It was as follows: “Resolved, That the 
house of representatives has learned 
with 
great 
sorrow of the calamity 
which has caused the destruction of 
the United 
States battleship Maine 
and the appalling loss of more than 
250 lives and the wounding of many 
others of the gallant defenders of our 
flag, and that the house expresses its 
sympathy for the injured and its sin­ 
cere condolences with the families of 
those who have lost their lives in the 
service of the nation.” 


Wm “Steeped In Fraud.** 
, 
Boston, Feb. 17.—Receiver Wyman of 
the Globe Investment Company, in his 
report to the supreme court, says the 
affairs of the concern are “steeped in 
fraud.’* The company dealt In western 
farm mortgages, and the receiver found 
$1,000,000 of liabilities, with practically 
no assets to meet them. Arrests of two 
of its officers for embezzlement follow­ 
ed, with the result that they were con­ 
victed and are now in prison. The re­ 
ceiver recovered $4,000 worth of assets, 
but half this sum is yet in litigation. 


Ben Harrison Is Brief. 
Indianapolis, Feb. 16.—When ex- 
President Benjamin 
Harrison 
was 
asked by the Associated Press for a 
statement regarding the destruction of 
the United States battleship Maine, bs 
said: “The occurrence is a most ter­ 
rible and shocking one. It is to be 
hoped that an Investigation may leave 
no doubt that it was an accident If 
there should be any room for suspect­ 
ing foul play it would be very unfor­ 
tunate.” 


Rebel Against Cut in Wages. 
Lowell, Mass., Feb. 17.—About two 
hundred and fifty of tbs 270 male op­ 
eratives of J. M. Stover's shoe fac­ 
tory struck today against a second cut 
down in wages. They said they suf­ 
fered a reduction of from IO to 20 per 
cent in wages last spring and will not 
submit to another. Mr. Stover claims 
he is paying as good wages as are paid 
in the Haverhill shops .but the men as­ 
sert his prices are 20 per cent below the 
Haverhill price. • 


T ell o f L a ttim e r S hooting. 
Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa., 
Feb. 
17.—In 
Wednesday’s proceedings of the trial 
of Sheriff Martin and his deputies for 
the Lattimer shooting considerable 
testimony as to the minor details of 
the tragedy was elicited. John Teri 
said that Deputy Frank Clark after 
the shooting had kicked him and then 
the deputies had arrested and 
de­ 
tained him for over an hour. 
Edwin D. Strouse, a beer agent of 
Hazleton, testified that he 
heard 
Deputy John Turner say in the Valley 
hotel that he had shot nine and killed 
five strikers. George Smith also testi­ 
fied that he had Turner say in the bar­ 
room of the Valley hotel that he had 
"shot five or seven and thought he had 
done his duty.” 


Courts Cannot Interfere. 
Tacoma, Wash., 
Feb. 
17.—Judge 
Hanford, in the United states court, 
has rendered an important decision 
bearing upon the admission into this 
country of the wives and children of 
Chinese merchants, as follows: "I con­ 
sider that power to decide the question 
as to the right of any alien to enter 
the United States is conferred upon ad­ 
ministrative officers; that an allen 
, whose right to come in has been de­ 
nied by an inspector of immigration or 
customs officer is not entitled to appeal 
to the courts from such adverse decis­ 
ion, and the courts have no lawful way 
, to review the decision in a proceeding 
| upon a writ of habeas corpus or in any 
other way.”

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NOT AN ACCIDENT 
LOCAL MAN SAYS 


EX MAN O’WARSMAN TALKS OF 
TH E EXPLOSION. 


NEWS OF THE CITY IN BRIEF, 


Manager 
Slater, of 
the Telephone 
Office Says 
the Experience 
Of 
Seven Years Naval Service For 
Queen 
Victoria 
Convinces 
Him 
That a Torpedo W as Used. 
“ The Maine was blown up with a 
torpedo. I know it, and an investiga­ 
tion will prove it. 
I served seven 
years in the navy, and I know (rom 
experience that the explosion that 
wrecked that big boat was not the ex­ 
plosion of a boiler, or of gas in the 
coal bankers. 
It was treachery, and 
should be punished,” said Manager 
Slater, of the local Wisconsin Tele­ 
phone office this noon. 
“ They cannot 
make me believe that was an accident. 
I have seen explosions of gas in coal 
bunkers on men of war,” Mr. Sla­ 
ter continued, “and know all about 
them. 
An explosion o 
gas would 
not explode the magazine, even if the 
coal bunkers and the magazine were 
close together. The magazines are too 
well protected with armor for that. If 
a boiler had exploded, or if the center 
magazine—whioh is always the largest 
one—had exploded, toe ship would 
have been blown to atoms, and not a 
man would have been saved. 
Evidence of 
Treachery. 
“ If a boiler had exploded,both mag 
azines would have been exploded. The 
boilers on the Maine were between tao 
forward and midship magazines. 
If 
the boiler should burst, both maga­ 
zines would have exploded if one did. 
“ No man could get into the mags 
sine with a hand grenade as the mag 
azines are guarded jealously at ai 
times. 
Tbey are closed at sundown 
under ironclad regulations unless the 
ship is in action. 
That explosion was 
caused by a torpedo, and nothing else 
If they send down divers they wil 
find this to be true. 
It is Lot, iu my 
judgment, possible for the destruction 
of that ship by any such accident as 
has been suggested.” 
Mr. Slater was a Bailor in the Brit­ 
ish navy. 
He took part in the bom­ 
bardment of Alexandria, being in ser­ 
vice on H. M. S. “ Orient.” 
He has “ smelled powder” and is fi- 
miliar with naval matters both in time 
of peace and in time cf war.

W ithin 94 H ours O ur Ships Could Tlloslr 
ade Every Cuban P o rt. 
New York, Feb. 17.—Three flag of­ 
ficers of the United States navy are 
watching events at Washington, Ma­ 
drid and Havana with great interest.

Stuart’s H o r s e 
artillery, in 1863, 
said: 
“ For his 
age no soldier on 
either side in this 
'I war has won such 
f a m e as h a s 
young Pelham.’’ 
Pelham was kill­ 
ed in a chance 
cavalry action at 
Kelly’s ford,,on the Rappahannock. His 
artillery battalion was not present, but 
he happened to be near the scene when 
the sound of a chance battle summoned 
every true soldier to the front. Riding 
to the point of danger, he saw a regi­ 
ment wavering and, with sword flying, 
shouted: “ Forward, boys I Forward to 
victory and glory!” At that moment 
the guns of Stoneman’s Federal horse 
batteries were shelling the fields where 
the Confederates were gathering to dis­ 
pute the crossing of the river. A frag­ 
ment of shell struck Pelham and pierced 
his brain. Amid the roar of battle his 
young life went out, and most extraor­ 
dinary ceremonies and eulogies attested 
his renown in the corps. Stuart issued 
a general order announcing bis death 
and requiring that the military badge of 
mourning be worn for 30 days out of 
respect to his memory. 
John Pelham was born in Alabama 
in 1838 and was in the middle of his 
twenty-third year when the war broke 
out. He was then in the graduating 
class at West Point, where he had cut 
no small figure during the five years of 
his cadetship. It was a saying that 
when Pelham started to go anywhere 
or to do anything he would never turn 
or look back, no matter what the temp­ 
tation or provocation. In fencing and 
boxing he excelled, and his skill in 
horsemanship, especially in feats of ex­ 
traordinary daring, became a tradition 
of the school. The Prince of Wales sin­ 
gled him out as a wonderful horseback 
rider when ho visited the academy in 
1860. 
Like most great soldiers of the civil 
war, Pelham stood low in his class, yet a 
high career had been prophesied for the 
young Alabamian because of his general 
bearing at West Point. A week before 
commencement, in 1861, with his com­ 
mission already made out in the United 
States army, he resigned his cadetship 
and threw up all his chances, to fight 
for southern rights. 
Young Pelham set out in his cadet 
uniform, but as he neared the southern 
border be found himself an object of 
suspicion, which he tried to allay by 
passing himself off as a courier in the 
service of the United States. At New 
Albany, Iud., the cadet was intercepted 
by the Federal authorities, word hav­ 
ing reached there that he had left West 
Point, intending to go south and fight 
in the Confederate army. He was placed 
under surveillance and not allowed to 
cross the river to Louisville. However, 
at Jeffersonville, above New Albany, he 
found his project favored by fortune in 
the shape of a true Yankee maiden who 
so deeply fell in love with the gallant 
adventurer that, although her principles 
would not allow her to urge him on-1 
ward, would not balk his honest ambi- * 
tion to fight against her people. Little 
by little she had learned his story. She 
urged him to give up the idea of going 
‘south, and he listened kindly if not 
earnestly. 
One day the couple, who were much 
together, went out rowing on the river 
and on nearing the Kentucky shore 
young Pelham gave the skiff an impetus 
that sent it to the bauk. Swiftly jump­ 
ing out, he pushed the boat back into 
the current and waved a farewell to the 
astounded girl who had unwittingly 
helped an enemy and sped the departure 
of a lover from her side. 
From Louisville Pelham hurried to 
Montgomery, then the capital of the 
Confederacy. 
He was commissioned 
first lieutenant in the regular Confed­ 
erate service and assigned to duty with 
the artillery at Lynchburg, Va. At the 
First Bull Run the boy fought with a 
battery which he had drilled and han­ 
dled the guns so skillfully that Jeb 
Stuart, then commanding the First regi- 
( 
ment of Virginia cavalry, helped him 
raise a new six gun light battery for 
service with his own command. Re­ 
cruits for the battery were quickly 
gathered in Alabama, aud Pelham him­ 
self raised a detachment of creoles from 
Mobile to man one piece. Being of 
French descent, 
these creoles were 
named the “ Napoleon detachment.” ( 
They went into battle singing the i 
“ Marseillaise” and clung to their boy 
leader as did the Old Guard to Napo­ 
leon. If not always first into battle, 
they were invariably the last to leave. 
Pelham’s six gun battery became the 
nucleus of the famous battalion of horse 
artillery which helped to make Stuart’s 
corps a terrible thunderbolt of war. At 
the battle of Gaines Mill, in June, 
1862, Pelham advanced one gun a mile 
to the front of the general Confederate 
line and drew the fire of several pieces 
of Federal artillery. Stuart was fighting 
with Stonewall Jackson that day and 
the conduct of the boy artillerist did 
not pass unnoticed by that shrewd com­ 
mander, ever looking for hearts as bold 
as his own. At the Second Bull Run, 
where Stuart and Jackson were again 
fighting in unison, Pelham rushed bis 
whole battalion to the\ front and tore 
the enemy’s columns with awful effect 
Jackson said to Stuart “Qeneral, if you 
him tome." 


per of the hero and that his laurels were 
won by merit, not by favor. When Lee 
retreated from the Potomac down the 
valleys toward the Rappahannock, after 
his defeat at Antietam, Stuart’s column 
was rear guard of the army. The Fed­ 
erals followed up aud every hour had 
its skirmish, enough to amount to a 
battle. Pelham, as usual, staid by one 
gun and that gun was always last to re­ 
tire. Once when he was far out to the 
front with his forlorn hope Stuart be 
came alarmed for his fate and ordered 
him to retire. Pelham was then a major 
and he begged his chief to allow him 
to remain a little longer. Stuart con­ 
sented. All the other pieces of the bat­ 
tery had gone to the rear and one by 
one the cannoneers serving the piece 
with Pelham took advantage of orders 
and skipped away until the brave major 
stood alone. He loaded and fired in the 
very teeth of the enemy crowding upon 
him, and then, mounting a lead horse, 
began to gallop away with the gun. 
After going a few paces the horse 
Pelham rode was shot. Cutting the 
traces so as to free the team from this 
extra load, the brave fellow mounted 
another horse, which soon shared the 
fate of the first. A third horse was shot 
and cut loose in the course of a few 
rods, but Pelham rode into the battery 
with his gun, to the astonishment of 
his men and his superiors. 
This deed with the rear guard and 
others like it were mere exploits, likely 
to give a soldier camp notoriety. Pel­ 
ham crowned them with feats equally 
magnificent yet more mighty in results. 
Take his work on the Confederate right 
at Fredericksburg on the 18th of De­ 
cember, 1862. It is customary to look up­ 
on Fredericksburg as an easy slaughter 
for the Confederates, attended with lit­ 
tle and no actual danger. With Pelham 
out of the case all is changed. The 
night before the battle Jackson’s column 
arrived on Lee’s right below the city, 
expecting to guard that flank while the 
center and left defended Fredericks­ 
burg proper. On the morning of the 
13th, when a fog obscured the field, 
Stuart’s roving horsemen carried to the 
chiefs the news that a heavy Federal 
column had crossed the river below the 
town and was preparing to attack Lee’s 
right flank or to pass it, the leaders not 
counting 
upon 
Jackson’s presence 
Neither side was prepared for the col 
lision which resulted and is known in 
history as the battle of Hamilton’s 
Heights. Stuart held the key to the po­ 
sition, yet he was there only as a cav 
airy picket. On the extreme right Pel­ 
ham’s guns were parked. 
When word 
of the Federal advance across the river 
was sent to headquarters, Lee, Jackson 
and Stuart rode across the plain, which 
was covered with a dense fog. Stuart 
whispered to Pelham and instantly the 
order was given to the batteries to move 
down to the plain among the cavalry 
pickets. Pelham, with the one single gun 
of the “ Napoleon detachment,” dashed 
down the heights, halting at a fork in 
the road coming up from the river.

Key West, Fla., Feb. 17.—The steam­ 
ship Olivette has arrived here with a

nu mber of the wounded

many other survivors of the Maine dis­ 
aster.

Pelham’s gun looked into the faces of a 
column of bluecoats marching confi­ 
dently toward the heights, which they 
had been told to seize. Tossing a shell 
or two into the blue ranks in hopes of 
scattering them, Pelham awaited his 
other guns. They did not come, but the 
Federals charged his Napoleon, and he 
hurled them back with canister. The 
battle was opened, but the Federals sup­ 
posed they bad only a chance enemy, a 
stubborn picket force, to deal with. 
They opened on the lone sentinel first 
with a single piece, then with another 
and ended with bringing a whole bat­ 
tery to bear. Still Pelham’s cannon 
roared its thunderous monotone and cut 
gaps into the line pressing on for those 
coveted heights. In the lull of the can­ 
nonade “ The Marsellaise” rose from 
the throats of the Frenchmen who stood 
by Pelham, although at last several 
Federal batteries concentrated their fire 
upon him. 
More of Pelham’s pieces rushed to his 
support at last, and when the crisis 
was hottest he had 12 to 15 guns con­ 
tending with twice that number of ene­ 
mies. 
Finally the tide turned. The 
Federals advanced, but were repulsed 
and slowly retreated back over the plain, 
which had become an open panorama 
by the lifting of the fog. Keeping pace 
with the rearward march of the Federal 
ranks, Pelham moved his cannon for­ 
ward and harried the retreating troops 
with shot and canister until they reach­ 
ed the cover of their reserve batteries. 
Fredericksburg was thus Pelham’s 
greatest as it was his last with his no­ 
ble horse artillery. Before the corps 
was united in another pitched battle the 
boy had met the coveted end of the true 
soldier, death amid the roar of arms. A 
commission as colonel was under con­ 
sideration when he was killed and 
speedily acted upon the moment 
wire carried news of his fate to 
Confederate congree.
